Now that the danger 
of 'this rock may be avoided, let 
us conſider how this deceit is fra- 
med, where we will obſerve two 
things. | 

© Firſt, what is the ground. of 
this deceit, » 

And ſecondly,the manner how 
it worketh, 

The ground of this deceit is an 
incredulity concerning this hearts 
happineſſe ; for it is hard to find 
a man that believeth hiſtorically 
the quietneſſe and happineſſe of 
the heart as it is to be conſidered ; 
to tell men that there is a reſt 
and peace in God paſſing under- 
ſtanding, ſeemeth a ſtrange thing 
to molt men; to perſwade men 
that a man may be rich without 
wealth, honorable in diſgrace, 
zoyfull/ in adverſity, ſtrong in 
weakneſle, and lively in the very 
point 


point of death-;-this to perſwade 
men to, were to make the world 
wonder : So that it is cleare,that 
the molt part of men are: increduw- 
lous in this matrer 'of the hearts 
happineſle. There :be many that 
will confeſle that' there is but 
God, and that the Father js the 
Creator of the world , that-Jeſus 
Chriſt 1s the Redeemer , and. the 
holy Ghoſt the SanRifter, which 
notwithſtanding will aftirme ut 
to be a great preſumption for a- 
ny man to be aſſured of any hap- 
pineſle in God or in Chriſt, which 
is all one as to deny both God 
and Chriſt; for no man truly « 
experimentally knoweth God, 
but he which is eſtabliſhed in 
him asthe only good of hisſheart 
and ſoul. fre Ha 
But to let ſuch paſle, whickin 
opimon deny ſuch aflutance, let 
us 
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ho Thekeartsdectit inthe 
us conſider how groflely they 
faile,' which doin opinion-allow 

of the poſſibility : of this -aſſy- 

tance :. for: though: many ''may 
be found which»do-confeſſe that 
it 1s poflible'to come. toſach an 

aſſurance arid happinefſe in God, 
yet will they nor believe, but that 

this aſſurance \isup and down ac- 
cording to theirworking, better 
'or work;neithet will they believe 
that the peace” of the. heart ſtan- 
deth in the ſoules communion 
-with'God, but:thatit dependeth 
'upon ſuck evidences as they have 
drawne from the conformity of 
heir wills, affections and actions, 
. co their literall knowledge ; ſo 
.that'it cometh to paſſe that none

co ſome people then the for- 
mer deceits, being ſpun in a 
ſmall thred, and fo very myſti- 
cally deceiving, as ſhall be

We read in Holy Writ of a 
myſterie of godlineſſe , and that 
is Chriſt manifeſted in the fleſh : 
we read alſo of a myltery of in- 
1quity, and that is a fleſhly ma. 
nifeſtation of Chriſt; for, as 
the true manifeſtation of Chriſt - 
in the fleſh is a godly and a great 
myſtery, ſo a fained and a falſe 
manifeſtation of Chriſt is a 
great yet a ficihly myſtery ; and 
if there be a myſtery of iniquity, 
no marvell if Satan myftically 
cloak the minds and hearts of 
men, that they ſhould not per- 

celve

ceive the truth of true happi- 
nefle, 

But in ſhort, to tell what 
this myſtical cloak and covering: 
is, which fo ſtrongly deludeth 
our hearts happinelle, it is a fair, 
yet. a falſe flouriſh of reli- 
gtons exerciſes, Many things 
there be with which the heart 
of man is deceived, but none 
may be compared to this, in re- 
ſpe&of the cloſe and crafty de- 
ceiving, which in it is contained.

_ Firſt, the truth of the aſſer- 
tion, that a flouriſh of religious 
exerciſe isa ſpeciall deceiver of:

Secondly , kt us conſider 
the reaſon of this religious 


deceit, | 
D.3 Thirdly, 
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Thirdly , we ſhall note the 
manner how it worketh to de- 
ceive the Hearts happineſle. That 
religious exerciſe doe deceive 
men of their hearts happinefle, 
ſcemeth at the firſt a very 
ſtrange poſition ; for it rather 
feemeth that ſenſuality, and 
fleſhly pleaſures and profits doe 
deceive men, then religious.ex- 
crciſcs, for too few, God. know- 
eth, will ſome ſay, are religioul- 
iy exerciſed. 

To which I anſwer: It istrne, 
that very few are rel:giouſly cx- 
erciſed, if we ſpeak of Religion, 
and religious exerciſes, as. they 
are in truth and indeed in the 
account of Almighty God; who 
1; that true Kardiogneſtes, and 
ſearcher of the heart. ' Nor. arc 
any deceived with the truth of 
Religion, for it is nothing elſe 

but

but God in Man, conforming 
man to his own Image of righ- 
teouſneſſe and true holinefle, 
Now God cannot deceive: but 
that there is an exerciſe of Re- 
ligion ſeemingtrne, which be- 
cometh the {trong deceiver, and 
moſt myſticall delnder of our 
happineſſe, is the Propoſition: 
that is affirmed, and remainethr 
to be proved. 

Let us now come to the 
proof of this point, conſidering 
it firſt in the rude and ſenſuall 
multitude, and then in the more 
ſeeming religions, and we ſhalt: 
evidently perceive that the reli- 

lous exerciſes of men do moft 
Krongly deceive and delude the 
Heart of happineſſe; the rude 
multitude of ſenſuall livers, 
whoſe belly is their beſt god; 
& which in truth of heart dono- 
D4 ſacrifice 
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facrifice but to Bacchns, eApot- 
to, or Venns 8c. ftheſc I ſay, arc 
na ſomuch deceived of hearts 
happineſle by their ſenſuall ex- 
erciſes (though by them. they 
be hindered) as they are by the 
exerciſes of their Religion, ſuch | 
as it is, better or worſe; for in 
that they have the name of 
Chriſtians put upon them in 
Baptiſme, and for as much as 
they do ofren repeat the Lords. 
Prayer, the Apoſtles Creed and 
the ten Commandements , and 
in that they come ſometimes to 
divine Service, and to. heare a 
preaching upon Gods. good 
Sunday (as they ſay: ) and ſeeing 
that at Eaſter they do receive 
their Riteings or.the Lords Sup- 
Per : Hence it is that theſe peo- 
ple will not be perirvaded, bur 
that their condition is moit hap-

py, and he that goeth about to 
diſcover their haplefle eltare, 
undertaketh a moſt fruitlefle un. 
dertaking. 

Now, did not theſe men per- 
forme any exerciſe of Religion, 
it were much more ealte- in the 
eye of reaſon, to perſwade ſuch. 
men that their caſe were miſera- - 
ble and. wretched:; but now 
when any man reprehendeth_ 
their vaine condition, and be- 
wrayeth their vanity, they by 
and by flic to the Caſtle of their 
religious exerciſe, and 1n it they. 
ſhroud themſelves, as being e- 
guall in profcfſion with the belt: 
of Chriſtians , and quid: wltra, 
what needeth any.. more ? Bur 
God forgive me, or the like ab- 
rupe ejaculations: and if ſach-, 
men -a5 theſe: have after ſome 
drusken fit, or-afrer ſome fear- 
TR D.5 fall. 
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full blaſphemous Oaths, any 1n- 
ward dejetion of ſpirit, though 
far ſhort of Ahab, both in na- 
ture and time, then they con- 
clude themſelves very penitent 
perſons ; and thus chey ſet up 
themſelves in their religious 
condition :, As well may a man 
perſwade theſe men that they 
are not men, as perſwade them 
that they are not truce believers, 
and in a moſt happy. condition ; 
if it were poſlible to perſwade 
cheſe men that they are irreligt- 
ous andunbelieving , and, that 
they were of their father the 
Devill, whoſe work they doe, 
then were they in the way to» 
wards happineſle : but the firſt 
is not likely,. therefore not. the 
ſecond,

ciſe doth moſt ſtrongly des 
ceive; ir was the roo much 
confidence the Epheſians had 
of their Diana, that kept 
them from rhe receiving che 
faith of Chrilt, even tb it is 
ar this day with many, they 
have a forme of believin 
and of ſerving God which 
leererly they doe adore and 
worlhip, accounting it ſd 
good, and fo great a 'Diara , 
or God-ſervice, that they 
neither can nor will reccive 
any Iighe of eruth, tt 15 
ſtrange to confider how con- 
trary men are to themſelves, 
for it is every mans opinion, 
and conceit, that faith with- 
out works is a dead faittt , 
and no faith, and this ts moſt 
true, .notwithſtancing rheſe 
men 


iy 
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men themſelves living moſt 


ungedlily and wickedly, will 
nat acknowledge that they 


want faith, nor hear that they- 


are unbelievers; ſo ſtrongly 


are they conceited of their. 
Faith and Religion. It was. 


a good ſaying of Alexander 
Severus, and ſome others, 
that the beſt learning was to 


#nlearne what was learned as . 
2Biſz; ſo I ſay, that it were. 


the beſt I:flon for all. ſce- 
ming religious men, to un- 
learn their faith and religi- 


an, and to.acknowledge it 


for no faith, and no Reli- 
B1ON, 
Bnt to paſſe from this de- 
monſtration drawn from the 
rophane multitnde,ia whom

letus come to conſider 1t in 
the more preciſely religious , 
and it wil. appear that by how 
much more men have been. 
ſtcitly exerciſed to the view. 
of the world, by ſo much.

religiouſly exerciſed, and a-. 
moneglt .them the Phariſees. . 
were maſt devout ; yet Chriſt 
telleth the Jewes, that they 
did not know . the things . 
which concerned their peace. 
The Phariſees had a good opt- - 
nion of their Religion, asis 


plaine in him that would give 


God thanks, that he was not. 
as.other men were, and yet- 
for allthis they received not.

be eſtabliſhed. And: as of old: 


ſo in theſe our days,thoſe that 
are moſt devour and forward 
in the exerciſes of Religion, 
are in that their performance 
molt myſtically deceived in 
rhis Point of true peace. The 
Papilts, and the moſt devour 
amongſt them, the Feluites, 
plainly thew, that thcy have 
no 1nWard PLuace, in that they 
daily plov 10+ many policies 
ro augment their degrees of 
preferment, whereas if they 
were at peace in the inwards 
of their hearts, chen had they 
preterment enough, though 
in never ſo low a condi» 
LON, 

Hence it is, that: they as 
we, and we as they, run from 
OP1nion to oPinton, and Cain 
abide in, no condition with, 
any. 


- 
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any content, becauſe we 
have not this inward peace of 
the heart : Hence ſpring all 
SeAs and all diviſions a- 
mongſt both Papilts and Pro- 
teltants. | 


And to conclude this 
point, it is molt apparent, e- 
ven amonglt us. both Prea- 
chers and Profcilors,.( which 
to our ſelves, and to the eye 
of the world, ſeem molt reli- 
eiouſly exercited ) that we 
have no peace ; for though 
we in the ſecrets of our 
hearts praiſe Gd , that he 
hath called us from our vani- 
tics; and that he hath made 
us to abhor thoſe vices,in the 
which our neighoours do 
wallow and tumble, and (0 
bleiſe our ſelyes in a cones 
© 
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of a better eſtate; notwith - 
ſtanding ic is moſt clear, that 


the true peace of the heart 
we have not known, in ſo. 


much, that. every one of us 
(for the moſt part ) do ſeek 
our ſelves, and our own ends 
in all our courſes: and are 
s[ad to patch and piece out 


our contentments with gain 


and glory, and vaine boa- 


ſting of our owne praiſes, 


oftentimes opening our 
mouths againſt - others , ſe- 
cretly begging commendati-. 
ons_to our ſclves. 


And more then all this, 
we muſt.have our.diſhes, our 
datnties, and our ſweet mor- 


ſells to ſupport our empty - 


hearts, yea, onr poſſeſſions 
mult be injarged , onr buil- 
dings 


— 


"fs 
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dings mult be beautified, and 
too little ro ſatisfie our 
reſtlefle ſoules, and which 
do clearly ſhew, that though 
we have a Religion that 
ſpeaks of peace, yet our 
Hearts are notfeſtabliſhed 
in the God of peaec; for 
were the ſoule once at 
reſt, and ſo the heart made 
truly happy in God, then 
as. we did injoy one thing. 
above all, ſo ſhould we in- 
joy all things in one, and 
in that one thing would 
all other- things be contem- 
ned as.dung, and as things 
of no elteem; but this 
earthly hungering ſheweth 
the Hearts emprineſſe in 
all. 


Now what hath deceived 
us 2 
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ns? even our conceit of 
the goodneſſe of our Re- 
ligion,

But ſome will demand: 2 
reaſon, why religious ex- 
erciſes do ſo myſtically de- 
ceiye ? 


Anſw. 

To which queſtion I thus 
anſwer : The Lord according 
ro his divine wiſdome, hath 
ſeated in all men a certaine 
Character of his divine 
power, which divine pow- 
er feated in mans foule, 
doth hinder mans heart 
from contentment in anie 
created good , and doth 
cauſe the ſoule to re-a- 
ſpire to that /ammun bonum, 
the 
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the chiefe good in God 
himſelf. 

Hence it:cometh to paſſe, 
that-man is eaſily perſwaded, 
that his chiefe good doth not 
conſiſt in any naturall or bo- 
dily parts, or ſenſuall exerct- 
ſes, thongh through ſtrength 
of ſenſuality man be whol- 
ly, for the molt part, ſenſual- 
ly exerciſed. 

The truth of this 1s plain, 
in the confeſſion of moſt 
prophane and ungodly, who 
in words do exprefle that 
their hope is in God above 
all, unto which they are ſor- 
ced by the power aforeſaid. 
Now. when man in the power 
of the naturall conſcience, 
and by vertue of this divine 
CharaRter is forced to fly 
from. 
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from all its ſenſuall plea- 
ſures, as unable to give it any 
contentment, then he leaneth 
upon the reed of his Religt- 
on, fuch as it is, better or 
worſe ; 1f his religious. exer- 
Ciſes be more cold or neuter- 
ly, then his conceit, and ſo 
his decit is ſo much the leſle > 


» 


if his religious exerciſe be 


more devout and zealous, 
then his conceit and deceit 


is more ſtrong, for as much 
pride doth alwaies attend 
ſuch verball knowledge, and 
bodily exerciſes. 


But leſt ſome ſhould ſtag- 
ger at this doArine,as though 
the overthrow of all religt- 
ous exerciſes were intended ; 
and.as if ajl religious exerci-

ſes may deceive ; I will there- 
foreſhew how this falſe flo- 
riſh of religious exerciſe doth 
deceive, and ſo conclude, 


how that the body and truth 


of Religion , neither doth 
norcan deceive. 


The manner how this re- 
1igious floriſh fdoth deceive, 
by reaſon of 'that ſympa- 
thy and agreement ; whick 


151n part between ſuch bodi-. 


ly exerciſes, and the true Re- 
ligion : But more eſpecially 
in reſpet of that ſympathy, 
which is between ſuch bodily 
ſervices, and that naturall 
diſpoſition to Religion , 
which is in every mans heart; 
for, ( as before was ſaid) 
there is by reaſon of the 
divine 
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divine Character in mans 
ſoule, a diſpoſition to a- 
dore, or worthip ſome- 
what, as more ſupreme or 
excellent then 1: ſelf. 


Now mans underſtanding 
being darke, yea, dark- 
neſle it ſelfe, man doth 
entertaine ſuch a forme of 
religious exerciſe, as it ſceim- 
eth beſt to 'ithe darke and 
blind. reaſon, being fpur- 
red on by that ſparke of Di- 
vinitle which remaineth in 
the Soule, or Conſcience; 
notwithſtanding this reaſon 
(which is darke ) being ſet 
awork by the inſtin& of na- 
ture, 1s neyer able to reach 


anie ſound or ſvpernaturall 


teuth, although ic ſhould by 
literall 
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literall learning, and Clerk- 


like cunning, dive never ſo 


deep into Scripture-learned- 
nefle; but contrariwiſe it 
reacheth a forme of know- 
ledge, and a forme of bo- 
dily working, and worſhip, 
ſhip, either this way or that 
way , as it ſeemeth beſt to 
everte mans reaſon and judg- 
ment, to underſtand the 
Scripture learning : For, 
though all Sets ſay,they will 
be guided by the Word of 
Truth , yet is the Word of 
Truth one as God is one, 
and they may according to 
their ſeyerall conſtructions 
of Scriptures, and conceits 
_ of their owne wiſdome, 
ſeem to make good their 
Opinion ; all which _—_— 
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of religious exerciſes 6f 
knowing and obey ing ( being 
comprehenſible to mans rea- 
ſon) doe carrie in them 
2 certaine likenefle unto 
that naturall diſpoſition 
which is in man, to be re- 
ſigious: ſo man in this eſtate 
and condition is ſtill in the 
outward Court? of bodily 
Service, having more or 
leſſe 'zeale of Go Þ,- but 
not according to knowledge, 
that is, not according to 
that ſupernatural knowledge 
which cometh from above, 
called by S, Fames wiſdome: 
neither do- any ſuch bodily- 
works know God. accor-

{1gnes of ſuch ſuppoſed peace.The 
ſ1gnes of this ſuppoſed happineſs, 
are no lefle divers,then are the de- 
S: e2s of ſuch falſe perſwaſions: for 
as men are more or lefle in the de- 
Srees of this falſe perſwafion (ac- 
cording to the degrees of their li- 
terall knowledg and bodily wcrk- 
ing )ſodo they giue ſeverall (ignes 
& Symptomes, of heir hearts de- 
ceit : all which (reſpeQing bre* 1- 
ty ) I ſhall comprehend under 
four heads. Firſt, a more groſs 


fenſaall life, Secondly, a more 
LE cloſe 
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cloſe ſenſuall life. Thirdly, a ver- 
ball vaine boaſting of Religion. 
Fourthiy , a moſt exceſſive exer- 
ciſe, and bodily performance, in 

things religious , together with 
mutation, 1n che formes of ſuch 
ſervices. 

The firſt ſigne to be conceived, 
(whichis the grols ſenſuall life ) 
is moſt rroper to the vain 
and prophane multitude;for albe- 
ic, they have (as hath been ſhew- 
ed) a forme of reli$10us Exerciſe, 
wherein nuterly and coldly (at 
certain times )they exerciſe them- 
ſelves; and in which performance, 
they place their hope of happines: 
ye: itis moſt plain, that the way 
of peace they never knew, ſeeing 
their more then brvitlefle life : 
ſovifible to all men.Some of them 
proſecuting their humours with 
moſt feartull and blaſphemous 
Oaths, 
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Oaths , calling into their carnall 
minds, the parrs and paſſions of 
our Saviour Chriſt , as his body, 
blood, wounds, &c, toget her, 
with a woſt |\rophane uſing 0! he 
name of che moſt high God ; nor 
being ſatished with this blaſphe- 
my, they dare proceed to higher 
impiety, 10 iwear:ng by the Crea* 
tures, and moſt. commonly by 
wich 15 leatt known of men, 
namely the {oule, a fearfull ſinue, 
yet very common in theſe Nor- 
thern parts ; and that which doth 
aggravate this their ſinne, 1s the 
carnall occaſion them hereunto 
moving, (meeting them amongſt 
their pots, and pot-Companions) 
which to name, were needles, & 
endles. To this we may adde that 
worldly wollowing of the comon 
worldlings in all ſenſual pleaſures; 
eating till gluttony, and drinking 
FE > 
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i 08 The Symptenies 
till drunkenneſs. Others 1n their 
apparel, braving ir, and out-bra- 
vins it ; not only according 
to, but much exceeding their 
meanes , though ſtill ſhort, 
of their ambitious minds. Others 
there be, which perſecute thetr 
luxurious and beaſtly pleaſures, 
in which they manifeſt the empti- 
neſs of their hearts. Thus in ſhort, 
the common prophaneneſs of the 
rude mulricude,doth plainly ſhew 
that there is no peace eſtabliſhed 
inthe heart,ſeeing that(notwith- 
ſtandings their religious exerciſes ) 
they lye drowned in ſenſuality; in 
which ſecretly, their hearts ſeeke, 
and (for a while ) finde peace, 
. And here let us note by the way! 
thar the emptineſs of mans heart, 
- inthe want of Gad, is the ſpur to 
all prophaneneſ*s, and ungodlineſs 
whatſoever; wherher more groſs, 
or 


a= 
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or more cloſe. The ſecond Symp- 
tome or {igne, of the hearts emp-' 
tineſs;15a more clole fenſuall life, 
and this is to be applyed to the 
civill honeſt man, and to the moſt 
part of the verball profeſſors of 
Religion; for it is true, that ſome 
men, partly for feare, and partly 


; forſhame, dotake the bit of rea- 


ſoninto their mouthes; and with 
the reynes of diſcretion , they 
bridle,and refrain the grofſer part 
of ſenſuality : ſo that the world 
can not tax them of whordoms, 
drunkenneſs, blaſphemies,8&c.not- 
withſtanding, thoſe which have 
eyes enlightened by the light of 
Srace, may-plainly ſee and per- 
ceive, that theſe men live tn a very 
ſenſuall life: But it is more cloſely 
and covertly , then the prophane 
man doth ; for ſome are wiſe ts ao 


evill ſzith the Prophet, and ſuch are 
F 4. all 
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all cloſe ſenſua'l livers:, who by 
crafty wyles work their wicked- 
neſs. Theſe cloſe ſenſtall livers 
declare the love ot their hearts,to 
the ſenſuall objects by ſecret ſelf- 
ſeeking, in all matters of moment 
and high conſequence; for (if we 
mark them) they do cunningly 
eale praiſe and commendations 
to themſelves, and underneath 
communicate with increaſe of 
riches, ſumptuous buildings, & cus 
riousdyet;in all which the peace 
of their heart ſtandeth, & not in 
God : an\ but that chele chin gs 
are maintained to the content= 
ment of their ſenſuall appetites; 
their hearts would break with 
orief and ſorrow, through the 
emptines thereof, And though 
theie (wile men ) carrie- their 
ſenſual lite ſo cloſe, that they are 
not ſo commonly perceived as 
the 
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the groſs ſenſualls are: yet doth ir 
ſo farre appeare ( to the godly 
wiſe) as to bewray the emprineſs 
of their hearts, in God and in 
Chriſt; and often times,God doth 
diſcover theſe Hypocrites , that 
they ſhall drink either to carun- 
kennels, or to fulneſs; and ſome 
times their clole-carried luxuy, 
breaketh out to a publique dec!. 

111g; wherein the contentment 
and peace of their hearts did itand 
when they ſeemed to the wo; 14 
to be at reſt in God, This cloſe 
ſenſuall life is a marifeſt ſigne of 
the hearts emptineſs, The third 
ligne, is a vain glorious boaſting 
in religious performances; ſuch as 
are publique prayer, and Thanks- 
giving, realoning,and diſputing of 
Relivion, framing of a ſorrowfu!

ting ofthe breaſt, rowling of the 
eyes upward towards Heaven,

: hoſePharifaicall ones, proceeding 
from vaine glory, 

Thus, the body being artifici- 
ally framed , and all the members 
and motions thereof, fitly compo- 
ſedrto a (ſeeming-holy ) declaring 
of a very zealous condition: Now 
the corruptions of the time are 
blamed , the Antichriſtian Go- 
vernment of the Church is con- 
demned,the condition of the pro- 
phane is highly adjudged, and in 
all this, himſelf ſecretly juſtified. 

Now though ſuch things (as T 
have name4J) do ( inthe nature 
thereof) ariſe and proceed from 
rue 
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true zeale , yet do they carry the 
party into his private Chamber or 
cloſet , or other ſecret place, 
where the foule doth inwardly 
mourn , for thecorruptions of it 
ſelf and others, 7er.13.17.as wit- 
nefleth the Prophet in a phraſe 
worth the noting. 

Our Saviour Chriſt doth in ex- 
preſs words, forbid the ſad coun- 
tenance, and the disfiguring of 
the face, and doth appoint ſecre- 
cy.as the upper place of all religt- 
ous performance. 1at.6.16. For 
wellknew ourSaviourChriſt,thar, 
that hearc, which was fuilin God, 
needed not the eccho of vain glo- 
ry to ſupply 1ts want. But the 
cruth is, that all ſuch-frothy, and 
windy fooliſhneſs , is a plain de- 
clarins of the hearts emptineſs, 
For then do Hoglheads _ 
lowdeſt , when they have lea 
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within them. The fourth and laſt 
Kgne,is an exceſſive exerciſe of re- 
kgious performance ; togerher , 
with the mutation of ſuch exerct- 
ſes. 

nd this St. Paul did perceive 
to be the very God of ſome men 
in his time , and therefore tellzth 
Tymothy, (that he might inſtruct 
others) that bodily exerciſe pro- 
fiteth lictle, and as ſome reade no- 
thing,and doth oppoſe thereunto 
Sodlineſs; 17191,4. $.as being an- 
other thing then bodily exerciſe, 
& ſaith thar it is profitable,&c. 

Bur ſuch 1s the myſtery of ini- 
quity at this day, that many men 
know no other godlines, but bo- 
dily exerciſes, and can hardly ad- 
mit of any diſtinction between 
them. 

Theſe bodily exerciſes, & the ex- 

ces thereof 15 maniteſt to be ma- 
| mtokd, 
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nifold, in all ſe&s and ſorts; ſuch 
as is their often faſting often 


for many pray, and pray not, be- 
cauſe prayer 1s nothing elſe but 
the conference ofthe ſoule with 
God (as well faith Sr. Anguſtine.) 
To this we may adde the bareing 
of the knees, the putting on a ſhirt 
of hair, whipping,ſcourgins, much 
preaching to. the waſting of the 
ſpirits, and conſuming of the bo- 
dy, and this is called a conſtant 
performance of duties. 

"Theſe exerciſes are mutable and 


' variable, according to mens 


knowledge , and the ſtreame and 
ſtraine of that Miniſtery under 
which they hive, ſo thar all ſorts 
have their (everall ſervices, yet all 
bodily,and for the moſt part only 
bodily. 

And it muſt needs be fo, for 
men 
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men having. no. reſt nor peace in 
God, de labour to eſtabliih a 
peace to themſelves in the multt- 
plicity of bodily exerciſes : hence 
itis, that if they omit thetr ſer- 
vice, they have no peace ail that 
day, and if they perform their de- 
votions , then they have peace, 
whereby it is plain , that their 
peace 15 only in bodily working. 

And it cometh to paſſe. that 
ſo many gawdies mult be run 0- 
ver, ſo many prayers and repeti- 
tions muſt be uſed.ſo manyChap- 
ters muſt be read,ſo manyPſalmes 
ſung, &c. or otherwiſe the heart 
15 unquier. 

Now theſe men hearing of any 
new way of worſhip, {( which 
cometh in the cloak of Scripture- 
learning,and hath a ſhew of truth 
founded from the letter of the 
bible) which worſhip ſeemeth 
more 
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more devout and zealous, then 
that in which they are eſtabliſh- 
ed, asit willeaſily ſo appear, to 
a zealous and devout bodily wor- 
ker; eſpecially. if the teacher of 
that new way, can butframea 
ſad and demure countenance, and 
with a grace lift his hand, and his 


eye towards Heaven, with ſome 


{tcong; groane in the declaring of 
his newly conceived opinion, and 
that he frequently uſed this 
phraſe, of the glory of God, &c. 
theſe men I fay are by and by of 
another opinion, ſuppoſing to 
themſelves; that God hath made 
known ſome further truth unto 
them; for they are uneſtabliſhed. 
in any way, and are conſtrained to 
taft of all waters, if they he zea- 
lous in the bodily workings: for 
of ſuch Iſpeak, and not of pro- 
phane worldlings , nor of luke- 
Warme 
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warme profeflors , but of devout 


zealouſnes ; ſuch as have a zeal of 


God, but not conform to know- 
ledge. 

N-w all this exceſſive bodily 
working, and the varieties there- 
of, do plainly ſhew and declare 
the emprineſs of the heart : for 
as much as the true worſhip of 
God is more inward and ſpiricual, 
as God himſelf1s a ſpirit. The true 
ſervice of God, 1s ina profound 
filence, and inward intention tO 
wards God, declared (to God) 
by groxnes which partly the ſoule 
cannot, and partly it will not ex- 
preſs. 

And ifthis truly devout ſoule 
fall inco any bodily exerciſe, (as 
often ir doth )ſuch as is the atter= 
ing of the mind to God, by vocall 
tearmes; then is he in his Chan- 
ber or place of moſt private re- 
poſe.

ſhed.

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The ſecond appetite is the rationall, 
| that js,the wandring of mans mind, 
{in deſire of the comprehenſible 
goods, according to the determin- 
t0n of the underſtanding. This ap- 
peiice 15 more diſcerned then the for 
mer, though it move not ſo ſtrong- 
ly, and the reaſon why it is more 


| diſcerned, is , becauſe the obje&t of 
| our underſtanding (upon which 


this appetite worketh) 1s compre- 


| hen{ible:ſo that the mind no ſooner 


moveth , but tlie whole man is for 


| the moſt parc alwayes acquainted 


with ir, except only at ſuch times 
35 the ſenſuall appztires work more 
trongly, in eodens puntto temporis, in 
the lame inſtint; Now this racio- 
nillappetite , beins variably, and 
ofren exerciſed by reaſon of the 
ltrong cry of the hearr, (exyreſſing 
ts diſcontentment to che under- 
ſtanding, in a perpetuall cry of emp- 
neſs) muſt needes be very much 
ſe- 
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reſtrained , becauſe that moving 

of this appetite, (the hearrs emptr 
eis) 15 now ſupplyed. 

The mind of man hath a naturall 
m9tion, for its oxn delight an4 re? 
creation as it were, and this appe- 
tire ſtill remainerh in the ming of 
man ; but that motion which ws 
violent,from the cry of che heart,i 
now reitrained , {5 that the appe- 
rites of mans min1, are nothing ſo 
unruly, nor (9 forceable as befvre; 
forall che unculines of this appetite 
1s ſubjugated and ſublued, in the 
peace of the heart.

$0 that now the ſenſuall appe-

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tite can with much more eaſineſs, 
and contentednefle be denyed the 
object of 1ts deſire; yea, the ſenſu- 
all appetite can in a good meaſure 
be content, with what is moſt re- 
" eugnant ro its deſi re; 45S with hun- 
cer, cold, nakedneſs, yea and with 
each it ſelf ſuch 1s the wonderfull 
working of the hearts quietneſs, it 
rquireth a volumn to expreſs, how 
treRifieth and ordereth the whole 
man, 


The uſe of this lets us ſee, that 
nhereas all the appetites are unre- 
trained, the peace of the heart is 
rot attained. 


The fourth and laſt Symptome is, 
ſuch Euchariſticall love ; love a- 
ning from a thankfull heart, ex- 
tended firſt to God , then towards

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and it iSto be noted, that it 15 love 
ariſing from thankfulneſs, that is 
from a thankfull heart to God, he- 
cauſe that his everlaſting love in 
his Chriſt, is made known to tl: 
keart. 
This man doth not frantÞ 
him-ſelf to love, and to ap 
Sood duties, that fo he may kat 
{omewhat to thank God for, vai 
Sloriouſly , as did the Phariſee'Þ. 
But being aflured of Gods love 
doth ſtand bound over again ti 
God in love; and thus out of 
thankfull heart , ſtandeth Knit t 
God , and to the obedience of h 
Commandements , ſaying in | 
heart, O how I love thy Law, at 
every particular of it, 

This love of God ſhed abroad! 
his ſoule, doth cut down ſelt-1ovwt 
ſo that now tlis man is for Ge 
and his Neigt.bour , to all and ev 
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lore every tuch ſervices , wherein he 
ir i may glonfie God , and do good 
F* unto men; ſo that it 15 4s 
. his meat and drink to be 
doing of the will of 
God. 
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
